License Court adjourned 'ast week after

Tuesday morning to give their side of the 
case, the Constable upearing at the same 
time. 


At the September term of court com- 


plaint was made that the Lehlgh Valley 
Traction Company WHS maintaining a 
nuisance at Zion Hill and notice given, 
ihat It be abated.

The site of Morrisvillo was part of the 


territory known as" Ve falls of ye De L* 
War," a region which, as early as 1680, 
Included both sides of the river. Under 


I tho stimulus of Penn's coming to Phils- 
| delphia, members of the Society ot 
, Friends had taken up plantations in and 
around Morrisville. For a time, until 
about 1725, it was uncertain which side of 
the ferry would be the chief town be- 
tween Bristol and the "Forks of the Dela- 
ware," now Easton. 


In the race for supremacy Trenton won. 


The site of Morrisville remained farm 
land during the Revolution. Then cam* 
Trenton's great battle planned In part, by 
General Washington, who In December, 
1776, occupied his headquarters In Mor- 
risvllle in the Barclay.now Ossorne house. 


Morrisvllle's greatest glory lies In Its 


association with tbe name of Robert Mor- 
ris, George Washington, with his sword; 
Patrick Henry with his oratory; Thomas 
Jefferson with Mr pen; Benjamin Frank- 
lin, with his diplomacy, and Robert Mor- 
ris, with his financial ability, are great 
central figures in tbe war of tbe Revolu- 
tion. Last of all to reoetvo recognition 
has been Robert Morris, largely because 
his contributions to the cause were not 
of a spectacular character and because of 
his untimely end. 


It was to Morrisville that Robert Mor- 


ris gave his name, it was In Morlsville 
that ho devised a [Ian to use the water* 
of tbe Dolawacro river as power for mills, 
it was in Mornsville tnat some considered 
the future capital of the United State* 
should bo located, it was from Morrisville 
that Morris managed for himself and as- 
sociates a great "combination" of the 
landed Interests,!! was at Morrisville that 
the financier of the Revolution felt the 
first blow of thu series of disasters that ul- 
timately drove him to absolute want. 


The names of General Moreau, famous 


in French annals, and of George Clymer 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
also residents of Morrisvillo, are almost 
forgotten.

few people, except those directly interest- 
ed, know about. In the rear of his resi- 
dence, at 210 York street, J. Howard 
Richardson has an extensive pigeon rais- 
ing plant wherein thousands of birds are 
cared for and used for commercial pur- 
poses. 


Mr. 
Richardson began this business 


many years ago' as an amateur, while ha 
was conducting a bakery establishment 
for revenue, but found pigeon raising so 
profitable that some years ago he aban- 
doned baking and devotes himself exclu- 
sively to tne birds.- 


Ho furnishes large numbers of birds to 


amateur pigeon fanciers, but his chief 


om is suppying squabs to the New 


York markets. He ships hundreds of 
pairs of squabs every week, the product of 
lis own establishment, and also act* as 
shipping agent for the 
people In this 


vicinity who produce small quantities of 
iqualis. 


Mr. Richardson's long experience and 


study of the pigeon business has made 
lim an expert and authority in thla 
iranch of knowledge and his service* are 
"requcntly sought, and well remunerated, 
iy wealthy amateur pigeon fanciers, 
who 


require his superior wisdom for the proper 
iialiup of their birds. 


So well known Is Mr. Richardson in 


its business that he receives daily many 
otters from pigeon raisers In all parts of 
thu country soliciting Information and ad- 
vice. 


Incidentally, it may be stated that Mr. 


Richardson is the only man IB this section 
who enjoys a comfortable income exclu- 
sively from pigeon culture. — Burlington

to every 25 inhabitant*, and the increase 
n the other territory served by the Chi- 
cago company has probably been tbe 
iame.

Cent per Cent for May adds: Despite 
hese facts, a good authority states that 
ess than 1 per cent, of the population of 
thlsfconutry are now using telephones, 
and thut In some sections of the country 
he number equals 12 to 15 per cent of 
he population. Theie estimates indicate 
he great opportunity for increase in tele- 
phone exchanges, and emphasizes tbe need 
of a more economical system than any of 
.hose in extensive use today. It is admlt- 
ed that the present service is none too 
good, and for this reason an inferior, 
bough cheaper, service would Dot be tol- 
erated.

The Forsytho Divorce Suit. 


The Philadelphia Press yesterday con- 


tained tha following concerning two well- 
known Brietolians: 


The refusal ot his wife to continue pay- 


ing his board out of her private income 
was tbe excuse for leaving home given by 
Alexander Forsythe, who unsuccessfully 
contested a suit for divorce on the ground 
of desertion in Court of Common EJcaa 
No. 6 yesterday. The jury decided that 
Mrs. Forsytbo was entitled to a divorce. 


A failure to secure employment after 


many weeks spent in the effort, ended 
seventeen years of married life, Forsythe 
testified, and in March, 1901, be borrow- 
ed a valise, pawned his revolver and left 
their boarding house on North Forty-first 
street for Bristol, Pa., their former home. 


Testimony was devoid ot the usual inci- 


dents of domestic infelicity, and there was 
DO Intimation 
of moral 
impropriety. 


They lived happily in Bristol, where they 
were married in 1883, until Mr. For- 
sythe's failure in business, with the sub- 
sequent eetioas illness of his wife, caused 
them to go to Philadelphia In 1900. 


Although the husband searched trom 


Washington avenue to Frankford he was 
unable to procure work, he said, and con- 
tested the luit on the grounds that bin 
wife's residence was in Bucks county, 
and that when his wife would not con- 
tinue paying hia board bis leaving her 
could not b9 construed aa-deiertion. 


Instructing the jury, Judge Martin said 


It was necessary to-find "malicious and 
willful desertion" to grant the wife's 
plea, 
eiplaining that a mere parting 


under unfortunate circumstances or by 
consent was not sufficient grounds foe di- 
vorce.

nnd that Is 
Vladivostok 
in winter. 


Wherever water once flowed, In bay 
or harbor, a wide, gray white road now 
runs, and these are the only two colors 
in a wide, still world. 
There are no 


trees. The largo forests of which the 
old travelers wrote have long since 
been cut down" for fuel, and the Im- 
mediate hills behind the town are All 
ps bare as a man's hand. Once behind 
thes,e hills the endless rolling plain be- 
gins, which Is Siberia, says Herbage 
Edwards In London Black and White. 


Directly summer Is over 
all 
the 


wealth of flowers which for five short 
months have simply rioted in the land 
go black, die out 
The earth freezes 


stiff. Winter has come, nnd black and 
stiff the world remains. In Vladivostok 
there is little snow. Sometimes a gray 
<iust, more like powdered 
ice thau 


snow, blows over the land, but for the 
most part it is a black, not a white, 
world of frost, and in its way It is 
more Impressive. 
The earth freezes 


deep many feet down and is ns hard ns 
Iron. The whole harbor turns n kind 
of dull gray. That, too, is frozen deep. 
To keep any sort of channel open the 
powerful ife breaker has to go through 
Its work twice a day. Twelve hours of 
an ordinary winter's day is often suffi- 
cient to block the passage. 
And ail 


this In a town In the same parallel as 
Marseilles. 


To those who have never experi- 


enced It real arctic cold is almost in- 
conceivable. They cannot grasp the 
difference between 10 und 50 degrees 
of frost. It remains to them merely 
one of numbers. 
Indeed when once 


tho winter has gone it is sometimes 
difficult to remember really how cold 
It was, but during the four severe win- 
ter months themselves it is a very 
solid and serious fact. 
Every night 


you go to sleep remembering, if you 
are new to such things, that a failure 
of the furnace which heats the house 
means death. You might wake first to 
know you were frozen or you might 
not. In the poorer houses the inhabit- 
ants sleep on the stoves, and the weak 
ones often die. Drunkenness here is 
often attended with a swift retribu- 
tion, which does not in the least pre- 
vent It, and e\cry day in winter people 
are taken up frozen from the gutters, 
the spirit which Is In them only has- 
tening the freezing, so that the curts 
which nre always sent round to pick 
up the sailors when the crews of the 
men-of-war are ashore have to do their 
work quickly. In the summer time, 
when there is not the sa'me need -for 
hurry, the men often lie about in gut- 
ters until the afternoon. 
The word 


"glitters" is used simply to designate a 
certain part of the roadway. Gutters 
ns such do not exist. The drunken- 
ness among all classes of Russians is 
simply appalling. Officers think noth- 
ing of taking a tumblerful of raw 
whisky as a modest "bitters" before 
dinner. 


When the wind is not blowing the 


cold Is endurable, though five fur lined 
overcoats are not ai all an extraordi- 
nary amount of winter wrap. You 
wear, of course, fur boots, fur. gloves, 
fur' caps. 
Women have their skirts 


and bodices lined with fur. Wildcat, 
being both soft nnd very warm, is of- 
ten used for this purpose. It Is quite 
astonishing the partiality for such 
things as oily sardines that one devel- 
ops. 


In the winter time the bazaar is renl- 


ly a sight. Everything is frozen stiff. 
The huge, long sturgeons from the in- 
terior stand in rows on their veiy sharp 
pointed noses. 
Baskets full of little 


fishes are piled together like chips of 
Ice. Frozen birds hang down on long 
festoons, and the municipality is spar- 
ed one trouble— it never has to make 
away with food "gone bad." 
The 


bazaar Is almost entirely In the Lands 
of the Chinese, the tall, dark, rough 
Chinese of the north, who live wrapped 
up in wadded cotton clothes until they 
look like bundles of bedding.
